Says, Like Banana, Celery, Etc. 


Cactus for breakfast, cactus and cel­ 
ery for lunch and cactus with a few 
nuts and a little celery for dinner. 
To the uninitiated tills diet appears 
uninviting enough, but to Dr. Leon El­ 
bert Landone of Los Angeles. Cai., mho 
is determined to prove the nutritive 
properties of the cactus, the menu pre­ 
sents no unpleasant aspect, says a Los 
Angeles (Cal.) special dispatch to the 
New York Times. 
Dr. Landone, a stenographer anil a 
secretary recently began ii “tw o weeks* 
endurance test” on cactus. 
They have 
eaten nothing but the fruit and leaves 
of this plant with a little celery, let­ 
tuce and a few nuts. 
The leaves are 
eaten as greens or fried much in the 
same m a n n e r as eggplant, while the 
fruit is eaten either raw or cooked. 
Dr. Landone declares the diet con­ 
tains e verything which is needed to 
enable a man to work eighteen hours a 
day. 
He disclaims being a food fa d ­ 
dist and says lie has no sy m p ath y with 
those who declare th a t this or that 
kind of food should never be eaten. 
He frankly admits th at he would not 
care to coniine himself to cactus the 
rest of his days, but says t h a t he has 
little doubt be would lie no worse off 
were he compelled to do so. 
“ I am attem p tin g to prove,” he said, 
"that the body aud brain can do more 
than the usual 
am ount of 
work 
if 
enough of the organic salts are taken 
Into the system. 
These foods prevent 
the destruction of the tissues and n e u ­ 
tralize the fatigue poisons produced 
by activity. 
"Take cactus, lettuce, celery, spinach 
and asparagus if you do not wish to 
become tired out by an ordinary d a y ’s 
work. 
Meats, nuts, cereals, beans and 
peas help to repair wasted tissues and 
are of value as foods, but the scientific 
man and woman learns that the best 
way is to preserve the body as far as 
possible, so that as little repair as 
possible becomes necessary. 
It is the 
simple application of the old axiom, 
'An ounce of prevention is worth a 
pound of cure.’ ” 
Dr. Landone and his assistants ex­ 
pect to have several others Join them. 
Dr. IL M. Dom!, who is interested with 
Dr. Landone in exploiting Professor 
B u rb a n k ’s thornless cactus, purposes 
to go on a strict diet of this plant, 
eliminating even 
the celery, 
lettuce 
and nuts. 
Dr. Landone took his last ordinary 
meal on a Friday at noon. Ile worked 
{ill afternoon and dined in the evening 
on cactus leaves and lettuce and work­ 
ed on till ‘J o’clock the next Saturday 
morning. Ile was lip again at G lo and 
at work till ll, w he n be -breakfasted 
on a little cactus, half of a cassava aud 
a few stalks of celery. Ile worked till 
6 in the evening and then ate a dinner 
of fried cactus leaves ural a dozen 
pecan nuts. 
Work was promptly re­ 
sumed and continued till 1:3<>, when 
four hours’ rest was taken. 
Then bo 
gat) a nother strenuous day, with writ­ 
ing. dictation and appointments and 
only cactus and pecans for the Sunday 
dinner. 
Ile is using the ordinary cac­ 
tus. 
"If w e could afford to eat thornless 
coetus altogether d uring the next two 
weeks w e should not w a n t any celery 
or lettuce,” said the doctor, w ith a 
smile, "th e B urbank production is so 
much m ore nutritive as to leaf and de­ 
licious as to fruit th a t it would be sa t­ 
isfying In Itself, but the present com 
m eretal value of one leaf of the thorn­ 
less cactus a t this tim e Is $500; hence 
It Is plainly to be seen the diet Is a 
little ‘rich for the blood* of anybody 
except an octopus. 
In a y ea r or ho 
thornless cactus will have come into 
its ow n and will be quite as common 
an article of food as the banana, the 
eggplant or celery Is today."

ployed by the Bank of E ngland f u r ­ 
nish all the protection needed. 
All gold imported Into this country 
conies in one of two forms. 
It is either 
in gold bars or In coin. If in coin it is 
usually Am erican money that bas been 
sent abroad in some previous year, for 
a comparatively small am ount of for­ 
eign gold coin Is brought here. W hether 
in bar or coin, however, It Is all sh ip ­ 
ped in small steel cases 
The bars are 
of an exact length, so as to permit 
them being packed tightly In the cases, 
while the coins are Iii bags, Irrespec­ 
tive of denomination, that hold just 
OOO ounces. 
T h e arrival of a gold laden ship at 
her pier in the North river Is no dif­ 
ferent, so fa r as precautions for the 
gold itself are concerned, from t h a t of 
any other vessel. 
There a re always 
governm ent officials, city police and 
private detectives to meet each ship, 
and the arrival of a boat w ith $ 10.oou,- 
Oho in gold aboard will result in no 
more tfian one or two extra men being 
present lo ride on the wagons carrying 
the gold a w a y from the pier. 
The steel boxes, with their precious 
contents, 
as 
they 
are carted down 
I from the ship to the w h a rfs might 
from their appearance contain only or­ 
dinary merchandise. 
If any unusual 
precautions be taken, however, it is 
during the brief moments 
th a t the 
boxes with their millions a re lying on 
the pier waiting to be lifted Into the 
wagons an d carted away. 
T hen they 
are watched by a good m any pairs of 
eyes, and not a stranger is allowed to 
approach a ny w h ere near them. 
T he final act of the purchase of gold 
differs In times of panic aud at ordi­ 
nary times. 
In times of panic, w h e n 
the necessity for gold is so great that 
every m o m e n t is precious, its real val­ 
ue in relieving a situation comes only 
when it is piled high on the counters 
of 
the 
banks aud 
trust companies 
aw a iting the dem ands of the creditors 
of those institutions. 
T h e gold th a t arrives in burs goes 
direct to the assay office. 
B e f o r e tmy 
attem p t is made to analyze It and as 
certain its real value the p u rc h a se r re­ 
ceives a certified check from the as­ 
sayer for 98 per cent of the value sup­ 
posed to la? contained in tin* bars. 
The 
check can be converted Into cash lin- 
medintely, and the delay of two or 
three d ay s necessary to m a k e a c o m ­ 
plete assay of the shipment Is avoided.

Cactus for breakfast, cactus and cel­ 
ery for lunch and cactus with a few 
nuts and a little celery for dinner. 
To the uninitiated this diet appears 
uninviting enough, but to Dr. Leon El­ 
bert Lnndone of L o s Angeles, Cal., * ho 
Is determined to prove the nutritive 
properties of the cactus, the menu pre­ 
sents no unpleasant aspect, says a Los 
Angeles (Cal.) special dispatch to the 
New York Times. 
Dr. Laudone, a stenographer and a 
secretary recently began a “tw o weeks’ . 
endurance test” on cactus. 
They have 
eaten nothing but the fruit and leaves 
of this plant with a little celery, let* * 
tin e and a few nuts. 
The leaves tire 
eaten tis greens or fried much in the j 
sam e m anner tis eggplant, while the 
fruit is eaten either raw or cooked. 
Dr. Landone declares the diet con­ 
tains everything which is needed to 
enable si man to work eighteen hours si 
day. 
He disclaims being a food fa d ­ 
dist and says In* bas no sy m p ath y with 
those who declare tluit this or that 
kind of food should never be eaten, j 
He frankly admits th a t he would not 
care to coniine himself to cactus the 
rest of his days, hut says th a t he has 
little doubt he would he no worse otT 
were he compelled to do so. 
“ I am attem pting to prove,” he said, 
“that the body and brain can do more 
th an the usual a m o u n t of 
work 
if 
enough of the organic salts are taken 
Into the system. 
These foods prevent 
the destruction of the tissues and neu­ 
tralize the fatigue poisons produced 
by activity. 
“T ake cactus, lettuce, celery, spinach 
ami asparagus lf you do not wish to 
become tired out by an ordinary d a y ’s 
work. 
Meats, nuts, cereals, beans aud 
peas help to repair wasted tissues and 
are of value as foods, hut the scientific 
man and woman learns th at tin* best 
way is to preserve the body as far as 
possible, so that 
as little repair as 
possible becomes necessary. 
It is the 
simple application of the old axiom, 
’An ounce of prevention is worth a 
pound of cure.’ ” 
I)r. Landone and ti is assistants ex­ 
pect to im vc several others join them. 
Dr. F. NL Dom!, who is interested with 
Dr. Landone in exploiting Professor 
B u r b a n k ’s thornless cactus, purposes 
to go on a strict diet of this plant, 
eliminating even 
the celery, 
lettuce 
and nuts. 
Dr. Landone took bls last ordinary 
meal on a Friday at noon, lie worked 
all afternoon and dined in the evening 
on cactus leaves and l e t t u c e and work­ 
ed on till ‘J o'clock the next Saturday 
morning. Ile was up again at ti:4') and 
at work till ll. when he breakfasted 
on a little cactus, half of a cassava and 
a few stalks of celery. He worked till 


6 in the evening and then ate a dinner 
of fried cactus leaves and n dozen 
pecan nuts. 
Work was promptly re 
Burned and continued till 1:30, when 
four hours’ rest was taken. 
Then be 
gat) another strenuous day, with w rit­ 
ing. dictation and appointments and 
only cactus and pecans for the Sunday 
dinner. He Is using tile ordinary cac­ 
tus. 
“ If we could afford to eat thornless 
cactus altogether d uring the next two 
weeks we should not w a n t any celery 
or lettuce,’’ said the doctor, with a 
smile, “the B urbank production Is so 
much more nutritive as to leaf and de­ 
licious as to fruit th a t it would be sa t­ 
isfying In itself, but tile present com 
m e n ial value of one leaf of the thorn­ 
less cactus at this time Is $500; hence 
it Is plainly to be seen the diet is a 
little ‘rich for tile blood’ of anybody 
except an octopus. 
In a y ear or so 
thornless cactus will have come into 
Its own and will he quite as common 
an article of food as the banana, the 
eggplant or celery is today.”
